Indications of Drift in 
Political Sentiment Is 
Sought in Results of 
Scattered State-Wide 
and Mayoral Elections. 


PARTY LINES SPLIT 
IN SEVERAL AREAS 


Major Interest To Center 
on Contests in New 
York, Cleveland and 
Boston. , 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(4)—- 
Balloting of national prohibition re- 
peal in six states tops the off-year 
elections Tuesday, but the outcome of 
scattered state-wide and mayoral elec- 
tions is awaited with almost equa! in- 
terest by party chieftains who seek to 
know the drift, if any, of political 
sentiment. ; 

While the results of these widely 
separated elections may not have any 
great effect on the present political 
picture, democratic and republican 
jeaders concede that overturns in va- 
rious contests may have a direct bear- 
ing on the 1934 congressional elec- 
tions. 

Next fall 435 house members, 314 
of whom are democrats, and 32 sen- 
ators, 17 of whom are republicans, 
come up for election. Afy shifts that 
might occur in political control of city 
and state offices Tuesday, political 
observers say, may affect candidacies 
of incumbent house and senate mem- 
bers from those sections. 

ix Voting. 

The states yoting on repeal are 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Utah, Kentucky, 
North and -Seuth Carolina, Only 
three of them need favor repeal to 
wipe out the eighteenth amendment. 
Thirty-three states already have bal- 
loted in unbroken succession against 
the prohibition law. 

Ratification of repeal, in the event 
it is voted, would not come before 
December 5, since conventions must 
do the ratifying. 

Some republicans, stimulated by 
their national committee’s pamphlet 
—outlining a plan of 
against President Roosevelt and the 
NRA—are emphasizing the value of 
victories Tuesday as a wedge for pos- 
sibly wider gains in 1934, ; 

Democrats are equally as anxious 
to hold all ground gained in the 1932 
landslide. In several cities, however, 
local party lines are split, particular- 
ly in New York, Cleveland and Boston, 

Despite President Roosevelt’s re- 
iterated assertion that he is not in- 
teresting himself in any mayoral con- 
test, indorsement of Joseph V. Mc- 
Kee, “recovery” candidate for mayor 
of New York city, by James A. Far- 
ley, has been interpreted as throwing 
the full force of the administration’s 
followers there behind this candidate, 
Postmaster-General Farley is nation- 
al and state democratic chairman. 

The other candidates in the New 
York contest are Mayor John P. 
O’Brien, Tammany Hall's candidate, 
and Fiorello H. La Guardia, of the 
fusion party. That its outcome either 
will strengthen or weaken the presi- 
dent’s control of the state is conceded 
by democratic chieftains. Tammany 
opposed his nomination at the Chi- 
cago convention last year. Should 
MeKee win and the democrats cap- 
ture the state assembly, now repub- 
lican controlled, the president would 
have no difficulty in obtaining New 
York state’s huge block of electoral 
yotes in 1936. 

Split in Cleveland. 

In Cleveland, Representative Swee- 
ney, democrat, unsuccessful candidate 
for his party’s mayoral nomination, 
has refused to support Mayor Ray T. 
Miller, the nominee, on the .ground 
that Miller’s organization fought the

Boston's mayoral contest has four 
democratic and two republican aspi- 
rants to the office of Mayor James M. 
Curley, democrat, who cannot succeed 
himself under the law. The outcome

Through Musso- 
lini’s insistence, many facist chiefs, 
including Air Marshal Italo Balbo, 
who led the Italian mass flight to 
Chicago last summer, married soon 
after fascism came into power.

Negro Slain While Stag- 


sists Robbers and Gets 
Bullet Through Thigh. 


Two persons were shot, one fatally, 
and a third was being held on ‘“‘suspi- 


cion” Sunday as police waged a war 
against a continued crime wave in 
Atlanta. 

Nazarene Shepard, negro, of 512 
Edith street, was killed by a police- 
man’s bullet Sunday afternoon when 
he attempted to shoot two officers 
who surprised him in the process of 
robbing Clarence Rutherford, negro, of 
479 Edith street, according to police 
reports. 

Joe Sabersein, of 905 Wylie street, 
was wounded in the leg by one of two 
negro bandits he foiled in an attempt 
to hold up hie store at 590 Auburn 
avenue. 

Sabersein grappled with one of the 


man fired at him four times at close 
range, oné bullet taking effect inthe 
thigh. He was taken to Grady hos- 
pital for treatment. The bandits fled 
after the shooting without getting any 
money. M. Zipper, manager of the 
store, and Clifford Benton, negro, who 
is employed by Sabersein, were held 
bay by the second robber’s gun 
when Sabersein resisted the holdup

CHEST TO LAUNCH 
ADVANGE GIFTS 
CAMPAIGN TODAY 


70,000 Employes of Large 
Businesses Also Will Be 
Visited This Week by 
500 Volunteer Workers. 


The first phase of. the most impor- 
tant campaign the Atlanta Communi- 
ty Chest has ever undertaken will be 
launched this morning, to be con- 
tinued until next Saturday, Novem- 
ber 11. Approximately 500 men and 
women will sidetrack their own af- 


fairs of home and office and for six 
days center their efforts on the task 
of reaching 70,000 employes of large 
businesses. They also will canvass the 
“advance givers,” who are those 
whose contributions amount to as 
much as $200 or more. 

The annual general drive will open 
Tuesday, November 14. The goal of 
this will be a contribution from every 
resident of Atlanta who has an in- 
come and who has not already won 
the red feather, the symbol of human- 
ity signifying that a gift already has 
een made. 

The canvass will be conducted by 
2,000 volunteer workers, by far the 
largest number that has ever partici- 
pated in a Community Chest drive 
here, because this year the need is 
greater. The army of helpless for 
whom the campaign will be conducted 
totals 60,000. These depend entirely 
on the success of the campaign for 
their daily bread. : 

“Right-of-Way” Asked. 

The plea that workers seeking “ad- 
vance gifts” be given the right-of-way 
over other callers was renewed Sun- 
day. These volunteers, each of whom 
is contributing both time and money, 
will find it difficult at best to make 
all the calls assigned to them, it was 
pointed out. Confidence was express- 
ed that any who are on the waiting 
list in any reception room will glad- 
ly give way to a Chest worker, and 
business and professional men were 
urged not to delay them unnecessar- 
ily. . 

At the same time it was declared 
imperative that every “advance gift” 
be made for as‘large a sum as the 
donor can possibly contribute, “Every 
cent counts,” said a campaign leader: 
“It is a literal, terrible truth that 
helpless men and women and pitiful 
little children face actual starvation 
this winter unless there is- sufficient 
money raised in this campaign to pro- 
vide for them.” 

Identifying “advance givers,” in 
addition to the brilliant red feather 
to be worn in the .hat band, will be 
an automobile windshield sticker, 
companion én size to the: Blue Eagle 
sticker.

DOLLFUSS ORDERS 
AUSTRIA CLEAN-UP 


Drastic Shakeup Planned 
To Oust Nazi Sympa- 
thizers From State Posts 


VIENNA, Nov. 5.—(P)—A sweep- 
ing shakeup of Austria's governmental 
machinery under the supervision of a 
federal kommissar,-authorized to fer- 
ret out and eliminate officials and 
government employes of nazi sympa- 
thies, was announced by Chancellor 
Dollfuss in a speech. 

The chancellor said the new kom- 
missar will be appointed within the 
week, will be called “the federal kom- 
missar for personnel reform,” and will 
be the government’s first move in a 
new “hard-boiled” campaign against 
undercover opposition. 

“I am astounded,” exclaimed Doll- 
fuss, “that in those very circles which 
always laid such stress on personal 
honor and moral responsibility such 
things as a sworn oath today are 
taken lightly. 

“I have only contempt for people 
who say, ‘What’s an oath, if it keeps 
us from being thrown out? ” 

It was recalled that last May Doll- 
fuss required all government employes 
to swear a new oath of allegiance to 
“independent Austria.” Several uni- 
versity professors attacked this re- 
quirement as unconstitutional. 
Later, during the summer, sweeping 
disciplinary measures were taken to 
eliminate nazis from public life. Many 
burgomasters were deposed and many 
nazis were thrown out of the army. 


133 National Banks 
Freed of Restrictions 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—P>)— 
J. F. T. O'Connor, the comptroller of 
the currency, Saturday night issued a 
Statement saying 133 national banks 
with aggregate frozen BM ge ho of 
$124,940,000 were licen chartered 
or liquidated during October.

347,000 frozen deposits which the 
statement said, were licensed, char- 
tered or liquidated in September.

Chicago Judge Urges 


Legal, Licensed Gambling 
CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—(4)—Gam- 
bling, where it exists, should be 
operated for the benefit of the pub- 
lic rather than enemies of the pub- 
lic, Municipal Judge Thomas A. 
Green declared today. ‘s 

Elaborating on a suggestion— 
made from the bench—to license 
the flourishing gambling industry 
in Chicago, the jurist said: 

“IT am against gambling. It has 
always bred evil and always will.

It is an important underworld busi- 
ness. “We can’t wink at that fact 
and in view of that fact I believe 
gambling should be licensed.

PRICE GAIN SHOWN 
N FARM PRODUCTS 
AND BUYING POWER 


General Agricultural Out- 
look Grows Brighter as 
Exports Approach Pre- 
War Levels. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 5—(?)— 
The prices and purchasing power of 
farm products increased in the week 
ended October 25. 

The bureau of agricultural econom- 
ics said today the level of farm prices 
rose from 68 per cent of the 1910- 
1914 average on October 18 to 71 per 
cent on October 25, regaining the loss 
of the preceding week. 

Although the index of prices paid 
by farmers for commodities they buy 
rose to 117 per cent of the pre-war 
average on October 25, from 116.5 on 
October“18, the bureau ‘sald the ratio” 
of prices received to prices paid in- 
creased from 59 to 61 per cent on the 
1910-1914 average. 

At the same time the bureau re- 
leased figures showing that exports of 
American farm products during Sep- 
tember fell only 3 per cent short of 
exports during the pre-war period of 
1909 to 1914, which is taken as a 
base of 100. 

The index for September stood at 
97 per cent while the index for the 
Same month last year was 90 per 
cent. August exports were 66 per 
cent of pre-war. 

Large shipments of American cot- 
ton accounted for the sharp rise in 
September. Total cotton exports ag- 
gregated 1,046,000 bales.

Detectives Helpless To 
Protect.

DES MOINES, Nov. 5.—(4)—One 
man was killed, three were injured 
and thousands of dollars worth of 
produce was destroyed, as embattled 
farmers tonight attempted to stem 
the flow of foodstuffs into marketing 
centers of the farm strike area. 

A speeding automobile crashed into 
a blockaded farm truck near Dakota 
City, Neb., catapulted the machine 
into a group of picketeers who were 
dumping: its contents. Frank Fuller 
was killed and John Jallas, William 
Winget and Jerry Fillip were seri- 
ously injured. 

Harry Jackson, driver of the car, 
and a companion were held, pending 
investigation. 

Violence was reported from a half- 
dozen other fronts as the hour for 
starting marketing caravans arrived, 
Officials believed it would be neces- 
sary to call out troops in some sec- 
tions. 

Picketeers barricaded the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad tracks at 
Lawton, Ia., and turned loose eight 
carloads of cattle after the train was 
forced to a halt.

Glenwood, Ia., for troops said he 
would order out guatdsmen if it seems 
local officials could not maintain 
order. 

In Wisconsin, where ‘one death al- 
ready has occurred as a result of the 
strike, fresh violence was reported. A 
truck carying 40,000 pounds of milk 
was dumped at Watertown, inter-city 
telephone connections were cut, ap- 
parently for the purpose of harassing 
officials and numerous similar acts of 
sabotage occurred. 

A crowd of pickets piled railroad 
ties across the Chicago & Northwestern 
tracks at Lawton and forced the train 
to halt. Then the men broke seals of 
the cars and released the livestock 
bound for Sioux City. 

Herring said he received a report of 
the affair from the sheriff of Wood- 
bury county and the sheriff asserted 
there were but few farmers in the 
mob. The crowd was described by the 
sheriff as “mostly ‘reds’ from Sioux 
City.” Railroad detectives on the train 
where helpless to protect the ship- 
ment. 

“Both the sheriff and the mayor of 
Lawton,’ Herring said, “have prom- 
ised to call me again in the morning. 
I told them that the stopping of the 
train was a federal proposition as it 
is interfering with inter-state ship- 
ments,” 

Federal authorities could not be 
reached for comment but local officers 
asserted that undoubtedly they would 
take action. 

e governor’s statement came 
shortly after Sheriff W. A. DeMoss 
at Glenwood appealed to the governor 
to send troops there to guard the 
Plattsmouth bridge’ over the Missouri 
river—focal point for traffic bound 
to the Omaha markets. : 

Farmers there, De Moss said were 
“90 per cent opposed to the strike” 
and already were organizing to cone 
voy their trucks over the picket-flank- 
ed bridge to markets. 

“A lot of farmers are going down 
to that bridge who won't come back,” 
he said.

We asked for help but he won't give 
it to us.”

Shift From Help to Banks 
and Industrial Corpora- 
tions Noted. 


“i Cc. C. NICOLET. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(UP)— 
A + er ern shift from aid to banks 
and industrial corporations to assist- 
ance to farmers and the unemployed 
is shown in a report on activities of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, made -public tonight. 

Child of Herbert Hoover, the RFC 
has become the general handy man 
of the new deal, used for everything 
from indirect pegging of the price of 
farm commodities to providing the 
means for gold purchase at home and 
abroad with the intent of depreciat- 
ing the dollar. Its original sponsors 
had no ngtion that they were creat- 
ing a machine for such operations, 
but so wide did they make its pow- 
ers that President Roosevelt has 
found it easy to use it for his own 
program with only minor changes in 
the act authorizing it. 

From that start of its operations 
on February 2, 1932, until the close 
of business October 31, 1933, the RFC 
made cash advances of $3,234,762,- 
178.34 and received repayments of 
$935,481,296.36, the report showed. 

Loans in First 11 Months. 

In the first 11 months of operation, 
from February 2 to December 31, 
1932, the RFC under the Hoover ad- 
ministration advanced 1,502,168,- 
401.99, of which about $1,340,000,000 
went to banks, railroads, mortgage 
loan companies, insurances companies 
and other big business enterprises. 

From January 1 to October 31, 
1933, out of about $1,700,000,000 ad- 
ditional funds advanced, less than a 
billion went to such companies. 

A total of about $86,000,000 went 
more or less directly for agricultural 
aid in the first 11 months of opera- 
tion. More than $400,000,000 of the 
total up to October 31 went for such 
purposes. in the first 11 months $76,- 
000,000 went to states, territories and 
political subdivisions thereof for re- 
lief work. The total October 31, 1933, 
was $500,000,000. A _ considerable 
share of that, however, belongs to the 
Hoover administration. 

The figures up to October 31 do not 
cover any aspect of the gold acquisi-. 
tion policy, since so far no cash has 
been advanced for this purpose. All 
gold deals are being financed by de- 
bentures. 


Individual Aid Emphasized. 


The statistics cited show how sub- 
stantial has been the shift in emphasis 
of RFC activities from corporation 
aid to individual aid, It is still func- 
tioning &s one of the key agencies of 
the government in_ rehabilitating 
banks and industry, but the propor- 
tion of its funds used for this purpose 
has been reduced markedly, while the 
proportion used for agriculture and 
relief has increased correspondingly... 

The largest single division of RFC 
aid remains t banks. A total of 
$1,308,123,879.70 has been advanced 
to them directly. _In addition, $51,- 
868,000 has been used to buy pre- 
ferred stock in banks as an aid to 
organization or reorganization and 
another $13.528,500 for loans secured 
by preferred stock for the same pur- 
poses. 

Next in volume came the railroads, 
to which $386,955,308.81 has been 
advanced. A total of $135,000,000 has 
been given to the secretary of agri- 
culture for direct crop loans to farm- 
ers—~a relief move which in effect 


"pegs prices. This will be increased 


rapidly as the corn loan program goes 
into effeet after January 1.. Most of 
the funds advanced so far have gone 
to cotton farmers. 

Activities of the RFC now range 
over the entire field of recovery and 
the limit of expansion under the all- 
embracing act which created it has 
not yet been reached. 

It is authorized to indulge in almost 
any kind of financial operation as 
long as the object .is “to aid in fi- 
nancing agriculture, commerce and 
industry.”

Brisk Stimulation in Trade, 
Forecast by Labor’s Survey 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(#)— 
The American Federation of Labor’s 
October survey of business today re- 
ported several fundamental improve- 
ments in the country’s economic life, 
although it said the individual work- 
er’s buying power still was declin- 
ing. 

It credited employment of more 
than 1,000,000 persons to the $3,300,- 
000,000 public works fund, including 
federal staffs. 

Total re-employment of 4,000,000 
was claimed for NRA code control 
and the Blue Eagle agreement. 

The business decline was given as 
only 1.4 per cent in October com- 
pee with 8.5 per cent in Septem- 
er. 

Federal Reserve bank credit, the 
federation said, “is at last beginning 
to trickle on to business.” 


Total buying power through re-em- 
ployment was recorded as having in- 
creased 20.5 per cent. Trade union 
unemployment declined from 22.5 in 
Septemser to 21.9 

Though higher prices caused a de- 
cline in retail buying in September, 
the federatio 
wage earners has increased.” 

The drop in individual buying pow- 
er totaled 2.3 per cent in September 
from the March level, though the 


purchase of gold abroad by the fed-

2 per cent. The loss was greatest 
in September, the federation said, be- 
cause of rising prices and because 
hourly wage rates did not rise enough 
to maintain weekly and monthly in- 
come when hours were shortened. 

The federation forecast that the 
heavy industries will soon be great- 
ly stimulated by contract letting un- 
der public works, and for new rail- 
road equipment. 

Greater buying was predicted “when 
workers are sure of their jobs and 
when their debts are cleared.” 

“These developments,” said the fed- 
eration, “mean far more for sound 
business progress than the spectacu- 
lar rise we had last spring, but do 
not make nearly such good publicity. 
For these fundamentals will not ap- 
peaf in our business indicators until 
they have actually caused greater 
business activity. 

“Expansion will come when large 
numbers of businessmen see results 
in increased orders and have confi- 
dence to go head.” 

Qn the drop in purchasing power, 
the federation said: 

“NRA wages have not. .brought 
higher living standards to the aver- 
age worker. A 6 per cent increase in 
wages has been eaten up in an 8.5 
per cent increase in living costs and 
he finds his real monthly income in 
September actually below March by 
2.3 per cent. Some codes have reduced 
minimum wage.rates below those ac- 
tually in force in the industry, as in 
silk; in other cases, employers have 
reduced their higher paid workers to 
raise the low-paid group. 

“Thus better paid workers where 
there were no unions have lost under 
codes, while the minimum group have 
made progress. 

“Other benefits are more general. 
Hours are shorter, men are going 
back to work. The worker knows that 
wage and hour scales are not. perma- 
nent, for wages must be adjusted up- 
ward as prices rise, hours downward 
as machinery shortens working time.’ 


SOUTH AMERICAN TR 
5 SEEN FOR LITVINOFF 


MOSCOW, Nov. 5.—(UP)—For- 
eign Commissar Maxim Litvinoff may 
proceed to South America after his 
recognition negotiations at Washing- 
ton this week, it was indicated in 
semi-official quarters today. 

The soviet government is anxious 
to make expected recognition by the 
United States an entering wedge for 
recognition generally among all Amer- 
ican nations. .It was felt that the 
chief reason for failure of Latin- 
American governments to recognize 
the soviet union had been Washing- 
ton’s refusal until now to do 80. 

The soviet leaders desire to open 
trade relations with South and Cen- 
tral American nations, as well as the 
United States, it was indicated, of- 
fering a rich market for products 
from both continents in the west. 

At present Uruguay is the only 

Latin American nation which main- 
tains diplomatic contacts with Mos- 
cow. 
Political circles have long been 
convinced that the United States in- 
fluenced Mexico in her breach of dip- 
lomatic relations with Russia and hope 
that President Roosevelt’s recogni- 
tion move will result in a return of 
normal relations. with Mexico, as well 
as her sister republics below the Rio 
Grande.

TREATY VIOLATION 
LAID TO GREECE 


‘ington Scores Athens on 
Insull Case. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(P)—A 
curt note to Athens today termed 
Greece’s denial of Samuel Insull’s ex- 
tradition “a clear violation of the 
American-Hellenic treaty of extradi- 
tion” and sought the earliest possible 
termination of the covenant. 

The diplomatic message cabled to 
Lincoln MacVeagh, minister at Ath- 
ens, by the state department for de- 


livery to the foreign affairs minister 
of Greece, said the United States “has 
learned with astonishment” of the 
second refusal of Greek authorities to 
order the return of Insull, “a fugitive 
from American justice.” 

The note said the Greek authori- 
tees “attempted actually to try the 
case instead of confining themselves 
to ascertaining whether the evidence 
submitted by the United States gov- 
ernment was sufficient to justify the 
fugitive’s apprehension and commit- 
ment for trial.” 

Greece’s decision, it added, was “ut- 
terly untenable.” 

Denunciation of the treaty to the 
Greek government was said’ by state 
department officials to constitute the 
formal year’s notice provided in the 
pact for its termination by either 
party. 

From Cook County. 

The first extradition application 
for Insull, former. utilities magnate, 
was feznded on a Cook county, Illi- 
nois, indictment. When this was re- 
fused, the government requested his 
return on a_é federal bankruptcy 
charge. 

The note cabled MacVeagh for de- 
co td to the Greek foreign minister 
said: ’ 

“I am instructed to inform your 
excellency that the United States gov- 
ernment has learned with astonish- 
ment that the Greek authorities have 
again declined to honor the request 
of the United States for the extradi- 
tion of Samuel Insull, a fugitive from 
American justice. 

“My .government finds it difficult 
to reconcile this unusual decision with 
the admission of competent authori- 
ties that the fugitive committed the 
acts with which he was charged and 
that these acts are illegal and fraudu- 
lent both in the United States and

Tried Case. 
“Witholt going into the details of 
the decision, it is evident that the 


the case instead of confining them- 
selyes to ascertaining whether the 
evidence submitted by the United 
States government was sufficient to 
justify the fugitive’s apprehension and 
commitment for trial. There can be 
no doubt that the question of crimi- 
nal intent referred to by the Hellenic 
government would be fairly and judi- 
ciously pasesd upon by the courts in 
the United States. I am to add that 
my government considers the decision 
utterly untenable and a clear viola- 
tion of the American-Hellenic treaty 
of extradition signed’ at Athens on 
May 6, 1931. 

“Inasmuch as the Greek authori- 
ties have now seen fit on two occa- 
sions to deny the just requests of the 
United States made under the pro- 
visions of the above-mentioned treaty, 
it is apparent that this treaty, al- 
though similar in terms to treaties 
which the United States has found 
effective in extraditing fugitives from 
other countries, cannot be relied upon 
to effect the extradition of fugitives 
who have fled to Greece. My govern- 
ment therefore considers that from the 
American point of view the treaty is 
entirely useless. Accordingly I am 
instructed to give forma! notice here- 
with of my government’s denunciation 
of the treaty with a view to its termi- 
nation at the earliest date possible 
under its pertinent provisions.”

Higher Prices Also Fore- 
cast in Report on Com-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(UP)— 
Increased domestic demand for farm 
Products in 1934, with the level of 
prices to farmers dependent upon the 
progress of the industrial recovery 
Program, was forecast tonight by the 
department of agriculture as the farm 
strike in the midwest was ordered into 
“high gear’ by its leaders. 

A day after President Roosevelt 
rejected as pi, ier a price-fix- 
ing program submitted by governors of 
five farm states, a comprehensive 
study of the agricultural situation in 
40 states was made public. * 
Foreign Consumption Drop Seen. 
The report noted that while the do- 
mestic demand for farm commodities 
seemed likely to improve, the pros- 
pects for increased foreign consump- 
tion of American agricultural prod- 
ucts was less favorable. 

Crop pee for 1934, it was 
estimated, will be kept at 1933 levels 
through the acreage-reduction pro- 
gram of the agricultural adjustment 
administration. 

Despite a reduction of 25,000,000 
acres in land used for cotton, the total 
supply still will be large in 1934, it

“It appears that farmers in 1934 
may anticipate a somewhat higher 
level of prices for their maketable 
commodities, as well as improvement 
in the exchange value of their output. 
It should be borne in mind that the 
extent of the price rise will af- 
fected by future monetary and credit 
policies which may alter substantial- 
ly the conclusion drawn from any 
analysis of present conditions.” 

A summary of the report, however, 
stated: 

“It seems probable that further ad- 
vances in prices of farm producte will 
be dependent primarily upon a more 
pronounced recovery in the output of 
industries using non-agricultural prod- 
ucts.” 

No increase in credit “rom mer- 
chants and dealers in 1934 is antici- 
pated. but more money will be placed 
in the hands of the farmers through 
government checks in payment for re- 
duced crop and acreage pledges, the 
report said.

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Program of Exploitation 
Hampering ‘Buy Now’ 
Drive, He Says. 


PARMA, Idaho, Nov. 5.—(4#)—De- 
‘claring the administration’s “buy now” 
‘campaign “is not progressing at all,” 
Senator William FE. Borah, of Idaho, 
tonight demanded restoration and en- 
forcement of the anti-trust laws to 
stop “a brazen program of exploita- 
tion” thorugh high prices. 

Speaking before an assembly of resi- 
dents of this rural community on the 
Boise river, the senator declared the 
“buy now” campaign was “in fact, re- 
ceding.” 

“The sales volume as shown by ex- 
perts,” he continued, “is significantly 
unfavorable.. There is perhaps more 
than one reason for this, but the con- 
trolling reason is the prices which 
confront the buyer. 

Prices Beyond Reason. 
“Many of these, prices are high be- 
yond all reason And conscience. If 
they were ‘Blue Eagle’ prices, i¢ would 
make this bird a bird of prey instead 
of a bird of protection, They are in 
many instances, in my judgment, the 
prices fixed by combines and monopo- 
lies, sheltered by the broad wings of 
the double-headed eagle. Hiding be- 
hind the increase of labor and the 
processing tax, making these an ex- 
cuse, prices have been pushed up be- 
yond ali reason. ‘Therefore, when 
people are urged to buy they are real- 
ly urged to buy, in many instances, 
at monopolistic prices. 

“We are gathering the fruits, in a 
large measure, of the mistaken act in 
suspending the anti-trust laws last 
winter. It should not have been done. 
The people are paying for that mis- 
take now. It was assumed that the 
public would be protected through 
these codes, but’that assumption was 


made without a sufficient desire to 
restrain monopolies.” 

“Long Continued Story.” 
Describing it as a “long continued 
story,” he said, “for. 20 years both 
the leading political parties have 
fiercely assailed monopolies during the 
campaign, to become not only silent 
but subservient after the campaign 
was over. The old parties have sur- 
rendered to monopolies in these recent 
years as completely as the democratic 
and whig parties surrendered to slav- 
ery before the war.”

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Nov. 5.— 
The first car load of “cold mix” as- 
phalt, a newly-developed product for 
use in paving construction and repair 
work, which is now being manufac- 
tured by the Dawes onstruction 
Company of this city, was run off at 
the plant on the Ochlocknee river, 
five miles from Thomasville, this past 
week, . : 

The new product is a mixture of 
sand, crushed rock, asphalt and other 
materials that are combined in such 
manner to produce a granular prod- 
uct similar to a gummy sand which 
can be stored practically indefinitely 
and used cold: without the use of heat 
in the laying of new paving or repair- 
ing old. The material is spread out 
and rolled*down under pressure after 
which it solidifies and hardens similar 
to the ordinary asphalt which is melt- 
ed by heat and poured out and spread 
while in a plastic condition. Exten- 
sive operations are now being carried 
on at this asphalt plant.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—()—Ex- 
tension of governmental efforts to de- 
preciate the exchange dollar to gold 
operations in world markets was ac- 
companied by a decline in United 
States government securities and oth- 
er high-grade investment mediums

Federal issues showed a decided 
heaviness of tone all through the pe- 
riod. Some of the treasury loans lost 
considerably more than a point, re- 
ceding to levels fairly close to the 
lows” for the year. 

Pressure on prime investment rat- 
ings in the corporation divisions was 
sporadic rather than general, but in 
a considerable number of cases val- 
ent reluctance of buyers to pay asked 
prices in the face of monetary uncer- 
tainties. 

The general trend among bonds of 
the better class, in the opinion of 
market observers, tended to confirm 
reports which Wall Street has heard 
frequently of late that some substan- 
tial. investment holdings have been 
liquidated for reinvestment in equi- 
ties. 

Semi-speculative issues followed an 
irregular downward course during the 
first half of the week, but braced up 
later under the reviving influence of 
the rally in stocks, 

Due to general lethargy and heavi- 
ness in the domestic departments, 
many traders turned to the foreign 
list and found considerable action in 
French, British, Swiss, and other Eu- 
ropean government obligations. This 
group pushed ahead vigorously over 
a considerable part of the week in 
response to sharp advances in the re- 
spective currencies against the dollar.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—(4#)—Busi- 
ness barometers during the past 


ward slant, although preparations for 
the holiday shopping season. are pro~ 
ceeding with considerable optimism, 
in view of the marked gains in ¢m- 
ployment over the levels of this time 
last year. 

Production in a few lines has ac- 
tually dipped under the like period of 
1932. This was true in the steel in- 
dustry, where ingot production for 
the’ week ending yesterday was esti- 
mated by “Steel” at only 25 per cent 
of capacity, off 5 points from the 


April. Bituminous coal output was 
also reported a little under last year. 
On the other hand, the movement 
of revenue freight, while it appears 
to have reached its seasonal peak, as 
it usually does, in October, still holds 
a fair margin over last year. The re- 
port for the latest week shows a 
recession of 13,808 cars from the pre- 
vious week, a little larger than the 
usual seasonal decline for the period, 
but the total of 636,674 cars was still 
19,390 over the like week of 1932. 

Automobile output, despite the fact 
that it has entered a between-seasons 
lull, also holds above last year. Pro- 
duction for the past -week was esti- 
mated by Cram’s Automotive Reports 
at 16,107 units, a drop of 9,127 from 
the previous week, but still well over 
the total of 12,250 for the same period 
of 1932. Electric power production 
as reported by the Edison Institute 
for the latest week showed a small, 
somewhat less than seasonal gain over 
the previous week. It was still 5.8 
per cent ahead of 1932, which was 
the smallest margin over last year 
since the first week of June, and com- 
pared with 5.9 per cent in the pre- 
vious week, 

Dun & Bradstreet’s mercantile re- 
view said that reports from most 
areas last week indicated some slack- 
ening of the movement of goods at 
retatl, but the wholesale volume held 
about even with the previous week, 
helped by purchases for the Ohrist- 
mas holiday shopping season. 

The slump in industry is still con- 
centrated in the heavier lines, and 
complaints are still heard that the 
stagnation of the market for new se- 
curity issues has paralysed business 
enterprise. Nevertheless, government 
public works loans are tending to take 
up some of the slack. Announcement 
of public works administration loans 
of $135,000,000 for railroad equipment 
was good news for the steel industry, 
although some observers thought the 
work would be spread out over sev- 
eral months, so that it may have a 
less pronounced effect than antici- 
pated, 

Among the lighter lines, the week's 
reports from the textile industry were 
somewhat mixed, although the silk 
mills are working out of their labor 
troubles, and showing some improve- 
ment in volume of output. Manufac- 
turers of radio sets and equipment 
report increasing business, and furni- 
ture factories continue to receive more 
new orders than cancellations. The 
shoe industry is now concentrating 
on output for the spring season,
